Editor: 

Last  Wednesday  night  I attended  the 
YAF  meeting  at  which  was  shown  “Oper- 
ation Abolition,”  a 7-year-old  film  pro- 
duced by  the  House  Committee  on  Un- 
American  Activities  (HUAC). 

The  major  purposes  of  the  film  seemed 
to  be  (1)  to  show  that  the  Communist 
Party  of  the  U.S.  had  as  one  of  its  ob- 
jectives the  abolition  of  HUAC,  (2)  to 
suggest  that  clever  Communist  agents, 
trained  in  the  tactics  of  civil  insurrection, 
used  innocent  dupes,  including  college 
students,  to  demonstrate  and  riot  against 
the  legitimate  and  orderly  processes  of 
government,  and  (3)  that  such  dupes 
were  “tampering  with  treason.” 

CROWDS 


tive,  and  the  legislative,  between  the 
various  power  groups  in  society  (busi- 
nes,  labor,  farmers,  etc.) 


I,  like  others,  was  disgusted  with  the 
crowd  behavior  shown  in  the  film.  How- 
ever, to  insure  a more  balanced  view, 
I should  like  to  suggest  additional  con- 
sideration to  challenge  the  conclusions 
some  might  make  from  this  presentation 
(1)  that  anyone  who  opposes  the  act- 
ivities of  HUAC  is  Communistic,  trea- 
sonable, or  a dupe  of  the  Communists, 
and  (2)  that  HUAC  operates  in  such  a 
faultles  manner  that  there  is  really  no 
legitimate  basis  for  objecting  to  it. 

I agree  with  YAF  that  power  may 
corrupt,  and  that  too  much  concentration 
of  power  is  not  good.  I believe  that  part 
of  the  genius  of  the  American  system  is 
an  elaborate  set  of  checks  and  balances 
between  the  states  and  federal  govern- 
ment, between  the  judiciary,  the  execu- 


ABUSE POWER 

I also  believe  that  HUAC  may  abuse 
its  power,  and  that  individual  citizens 
need  to  have  protection  against  the  viol- 
ation of  their  constitutional  rights  if 
this  happens.  I believe  that  Congress 
should  exercise  self-restraint,  but  that 
other  checks  on  its  operation  are  a nece- 
ssary safeguard. 

As  was  the  case  with  the  late  Senator 
Joseph  R.  McCarthy  (R-Wis),  HUAC 
operates  under  broad  congressional  im- 
munities. Even  though  the  abuses  of  Mc- 
Carthy were  virulent  in  the  extreme  the 
public  was  quite  helpless  to  get  him  to 
cease  his  tactics  until  at  last  the  Senate, 
under  the  leadership  of  Arthur  V.  Wat- 
kins (R-Utah),  censured  him  and  effect- 
ively stripped  him  of  his  power  within 
that  body. 

Critics  from  diverse  elements  in  Amer- 
ican society  have  charged  that  HUAC, 
in  many  of  its  hearings,  has  used  some 
of  the  same  tactics  as  did  McCarthy.  In- 
deed, if  the  HUAC  subcommittee  which 
held  the  San  Francisco  hearings  May  12- 
14,1960  (events  surrounding  which  were 
portrayed  in  the  film)  had  used  more 
defensible  procedures,  it  is  probable 
that  most  of  the  public  support  for  those 
called  upon  to  testify  would  have  eva- 
porated, and  that  the  hearings  would  not 
have  turned  into  such  a perversion  of 
the  governmental  process. 


The  House  of  Representatives,  like  the 
Senate,  is  extremely  cautious  in  regu- 
lating the  behavior  of  its  members,  as 
exemplified  in  the  case  of  Adam  Clay- 
ton Powell  (D-N.Y.).  Despite  widespread 
dissatisfaction  among  the  members  of 
the  House  with  HUAC,  it  is  uncertain 
when  or  whether  the  House  will  move  to 
censure  it. 

STRANGE  METHODS 


Another  approach  to  the  regulations 
of  HUAC  is  to  contest  its  constitutionality 
and  its  methods  in  the  courts.  Consider 
the  case  of  Dr.  Jeremiah  Stamler,  a 
noted  heart  specialist,  who,  together 
with  his  colleague,  Mrs.  Yolanda  F.  Hall, 
a research  nutritionist,  has  brought 
suit  against  HUAC  to  test  the  legality  of 
(1)  the  act  of  Congress  establishing  the 
Committee,  and  (2)  the  subpoenaes 
served  upon  them  in  connection  with 
HUAC’s  hearings  in  Chicago,  May  25-27, 
1965.  Chief  counsel  for  Dr.  Stamler  is  Al- 
bert E.  Jenner,  Jr.,  a well-known  Re- 
publican lawyer  who  is  a past  president 
of  the  Illinois  Bar  Association.  To  help 
with  the  tremendous  expense  involved 
in  fighting  this  case  through  the  courts, 
a legal  aid  fund  has  been  established, 
with  Dr.  Paul  Dudley  White,  the  famed 
heart  specialist,  as  Chairman. 

Specifically,  the  Committee  is  charged 
with  the  release  to  the  public  of  names 
of  subpoenaed  witnesses  in  advance  of 
the  hearings,  in  violation  of  the  Commit- 
tee’s own  rules.

GET  OUT  OF  VIETNAM 
Editor: 

It  looks  as  though  the  debates 
on  Vietnam  for  this  year  are 
about  to  begin.  We  too  feel  it  an 
insult,  but  even  more,  a tragedy 
that  young  men  should  die  in 
vain.  We  suggest  the  U.S.  with- 
draw and  save  its  strength  for 
situations  that  are  morally  justi- 
fiable. 

Possible  reasons  for  the  rise  to 
46%  of  the  population  who  op- 
pose the  war  are  either  its 
length,  or  increased  public  un- 
derstanding of  the  situation  (i.e. 
Romney,  to  some  extent).  If 
people  would  read  these  books: 
Vietnam  (Gettleman),The  Bitter 
Heritage  (Schlessinger),  and  Be- 
hind the  Lines — Hanoi  (Salis- 
bury), they  might  balance  their 
picture  of  the  situation. 

There  are  a number  of  argu- 
ments against  “crushing”  Com- 
munism. First,  we  feel  that  the 
U.S.  is  NOT  the  poliseman,  law- 
giver, or  Mother  of  the  world.  If 
we  go  about  trying  to  impose 
our  will  on  the  other  94%  of 
mankind,  in  the  name  of  “free- 
dom,” we  are  no  better  than 
the  Communists  themselves. 
Likewise,  such  indiscriminate 
action  is  in  direct  violation  of 
the  U.N.  Charter  (Art.  39  and 
51)  and  every  policy  of  interna- 
tional law. 

In  addition,  Communism  today 
is  NOT  the  same  monolithic 
force  it  was  twenty  years  ago. 
There  IS  nationalistic  Commun- 
ism and  somewhat  independent 
Communism  (Yugoslavia,  Ru- 
mania, Albania  and  North  Viet- 
nam). The  threat  in  S.E.  Asia 
is  primarily  political,  not  mili- 
taristic as  in  Europe. 

Finally,  we  ask:  Are  we  able 
to  “crush”  Communism  without 


flinching?  Perhaps,  by  nuclear 
weapons  it  could  be  accom- 
plished. Yet  the  fact  of  over- 
kill and  the  termination  of  civi- 
lization are  too  frightening  to  be 
justified  by  anyone’s  doctrine. 
Let’s  change  our  policies  from 
surgery  to  immunization.

Dissenting  Army  Privates  Lose  Case 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)-The  Sup- 
reme Court  Monday  denied  a hear- 
ing to  three  Army  privates  who 
were  jailed  for  their  refusal  to  go 
to  Vietnam  to  fight. 

In  a brief  unsigned  opinion,  how- 
ever, Justice  William  O.  Douglas 
and  Potter  Stewart  argued  un- 
successfully that  the  Court  should 
have  accepted  the  case  in  order  to 
see  whether  the  Vietnam  conflict 
constitutes  war  in  the  constitution- 
al sense. 


The  three  soldiers  who  brought 
the  appeal  are  Dennis  Mora,  26, 
James  A.  Johnson,  21,  both  of  New 
York;  and  David  A.  Samas,  21,  of 
Modesto,  Calif.  They  are  serving 
sentences  at  Ft.  Leavenworth,

'NO  JURISDICTION' 

Douglas  said  there  are  past 
court  decisions  that  indicate  what 
is  happening  in  Vietnam  “is  none 
of  our  (the  Court’s)  business.”

Pre- Bolshevik  Russian  Ruler 
Notes  USSR  Freedom  Trend 
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NEW  YORK  (UPI)— Alexander 
F.  Kerensky,  the  ailing  86-year- 
old  Russian  Premier  who  was  de- 
posed 50  years  ago  by  the  Bolshe- 
vik Revolution,  said  Monday  on 
the  eve  of  the  anniversary  that 
“the  movement  toward  freedom  in 
Russia  is  as  inevitable  as  it  is 
irresistible.” 

“I’m  glad  to  be  making  this 
statement  today  and  not,  let  us 
say,  five  years  ago  because  no 
one  would  have  believed  me 
then,”  said  Kerensky,  who  is  hos- 
pitalized at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
with  a painful  case  of  shingles. 

“But  the  time  has  not  come  to 
abandon  pessimism  in  our  evalu- 
ation of  trends  in  the  Soviet  Uni- 
on,” he  said.  “The  basic  trend  is 
the  thrust  toward  freedom,  and 
this  alone  is  sufficient  cause  for 
optimism.” 

Kerensky  was  head  of  the  mod- 
erate provisional  Russian  govern- 


ment from  July  to  November,  1917 
after  the  February  revolution  top- 
pled the  Romanov  Dynasty.  The 
former  lawyer  said  the  tirpe  will 
come  when  the  Russian  people 
can  breath  without  fear,  probably 
in  this  generation.”

According  to  Douglas,  the  Court 
does  not  “sit  as  a committee  of 
oversight  or  supervision.  What  re- 
solutions the  President  asks  and 
what  the  Congress  provides  are 
not  our  concern.”

“There’s  nothing  worse  than  a 
badge-heavy  cop,”  commented 
Captain  Swen  C.  Neilson,  head  of 
the  BYU  Security  Department. 

“The  Security  officers  we  have 
in  our  department  must  and  do  ex- 
ercise good  judgement  in  carrying 
out  their  responsibilities,”  the  Cap- 
tain added. 

Many  students  feel  that  our  “Ges- 
tapo” Security  Department  excells 
only  in  handing  out  various  park- 
ing and  speeding  tickets  to  help 
bolster  the  University  and  indirect- 
ly the  Security  funds.  Contrary  to 
popular  belief,  Security  doesn’t  get 
a commission  on  the  number  of  tic- 
kets issued.  Tickets  are  issued 
because  sometimes  that  is  the  only 
means  of  enforcing  and  maintain- 
ing the  rules  and  regulations  of 
BYU. 

Well  then,  what  exactly  does  our 
Security  do  for  us?  First  of  all, 
Security  plays  its  most  important 
role  as  a protector  of  the  students’ 
safety.  Second,  University  Stand- 
ards must  have  evidence  reports 
in  determining  what  action  should 
be  brought  against  either  student 
or  non-student  law  offenders.  Se- 
curity is  the  chief  investigator  in 
most  cases.  Finally,  Security  is  a 
back-up  team  for  the  local  Police 
Department  in  cases  requiring  un- 
usual assistance. 

The  Security  team  is  made  up 
of  20  officers  and  a secretarial 
staff.  Utilizing  modern  crime  fight- 


ing equipment  such  as  a portable 
radar  set,  lie  detector,  and  com- 
plete chemical  analysis  facilities, 
Security  attempts  to  provide  the 
best  protection  of  student  welfare. 
An  ambulance  is  on  call  24  hours 
day  and  manned  by  Security 
personnel,  each  having  advanced 
first  aid  training. 

GOOD  DEEDS 

BYU  is  one  of  the  few  univer- 
sities known  to  have  its  own  radio 
frequency  for  the  sole  use  of  the 
Security  Department.  Along  with 
the  usual  dispatch  facilities  of  a 
police  force,  portable  units  are 
frequently  used  in  cases  requiring 
mobile,  on  foot,  action. 

What  has  Security  done  recently 
to  show  its  more  than  just  an 


organized  parking-violator  appre- 
hender?  Consider  the  man  standing 
fearlessly  in  sub-freezing  morning 
or  evening  traffic  attempting  to 
avert  the  inevitable  congestion  pro- 
blem. 

The  thorough  investigation  which 
was  made  concerning  the  purse- 
snatcher  here  on  campus  is  an- 
other example  of  Security’s  de- 
pendability. And  how  about  the 
University  of  Utah  students  who 
were  prosecuted  for  defacing  our 
bronze  cougar,  not  to  mention  var- 
ious walkways  and  walls?  Many 
other  investigations  are  made  daily 
which  never  reach  the  public  in- 
formation sources.
